There are among us many men of varions degrees of intelli- 
gence who believe that Sunday is more a holiday, in the higher 
sense of that term, than anything else, and that it ought to be 
aday full of mere social enjoyment. I respect their liberty of 
opinion, although I do uot entertain their sentiments, either. 
I stand between these two extremes, attempting, if possible, to 
find a ground on which both classes may stand, so there may 
not be any obstacle in the way of co-operation on the part of 
all intelligent and good citizens. 

This isa day peculiarly American. Not that it has not been 
observed in all countries, but that perhaps nowhere else, from 
the very founding of the colonies, has there been an institu- 
tion which has been like the New England and the American 
Sunday—the day of rest—the one religious day. 


In other 
lands it has been partly religious, or it has been a day of games 


which did not belong to the primitive Lord's Day, and which 
reason does not justify. 


THE FOUNDATION PRINCIPLE. 

Now, we are to determine what is best in regard to the ob- 
servance of Sunday by some principle; and I know of no other 
principle which is so good as this : It is the Lord's Day. 

Who is the Lord? He is that Jesus who healed on the Sab- 
bath day, when the Jews thought it was professional work, and 
rebuked him for it. He is that Jesus who justified those dis- 
ciples that were gathering wheat, and rubbing it in their hands 
and eating it, being called to account for it by the Jews, as 
thongh rubbing were grinding, and therefore brenking Sunday ! 
He is that Jesus who, when found fault with for healing a man 
on the Sabbath day, declared that it was lawful to do good on 
the Sabbath Day. In the face and teeth of the Jews, he de- 
clared that the Sabbath was a day of humanity. 


and exhibitions and sports, with a little preliminary ruffle of 
church, and all the rest of the garment of anything; but it was 
in America that the Lord’s day dawned, as it were, with the 
light of the other world shining over its brow. It has stretched 
out its hands in our thought, and in our associations, and 
spread multitudinous blessings over all the continent. I used 
to think that nothing was on Sunday as it was on other days. 
Surely, to my eye, the sun rose with more majesty and the 
birds sang with more sweetness on that day than on any other;

On another occasion he declared of the Sabbath: „It was 
made for man, not man for it.” It is man's servant, not his 
master. Wherever the Sabbath day, therefore, is so adminis- 
tered that any part of the community are oppressed by it, 
they have a right to rise up and break through that observ- 
ance, because the day was not made to keep down manhood; 
it was made to lift it up. It was not made to take away lib- 
erty; it was made to increaseit. It was not made to circum-

Should the Public Libraries Be Opehed on Sunday ? 
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It has been said that whenever the clergy shall have arrived 
at anything like a unanimous opinion upon the subject of the 
observation of the Lord's day, we shall find the laity agreeing. 
I have no doubt of it, and believe also that the obverse is true, 
that whenever the intelligent laity agree upon the subject of 
the Sabbath day, they will find the clergy agreeing with them. 
For, happily, in our day there is little distinction between the 
clergy and the laity. The word citizen swallows up all distinc- 
tions. We dwell together in one commonwealth, having com- 
mon interests. Thereissuch familiar intercourse, there is such 
necessity of mutual consideration and consultation, that in re- 
gard to all great moral public questions no lines ought to be 
drawn between the opinions of the clergy and the opinions of 
the laity. 

I count it as a most auspicious circumstance when an audi- 
ence is gathered together not, on the spur of some campaign 
excitement, but when sober men and sober women assemble to 
discuss a great moral topic that can have no more interest to 
them than such as springs from its relation to the common- 
wenlth. I should be sorry to suppose that this was a partisan 
meeting. I should be sorry to be supposed myself to be an- 
tagonastic to those who are desirous of maintaining the sanctity 
of the Lord's day. Iam the child of a Puritan ancestry. My 
own earliest associations are with the strictest observance of 
the Lord's day. Ilove that day. I love its usages. I desire 
to see it maintained. More than that, I would have it lengthen 
its cords and strengthen its stakes, And where it has done one 
thing well, I would have it do twenty more things well. It is 
because I believe that this day of rest is capable of a larger use 
—not by making it less moral, not by treating it in a spirit of 
desecration, not by dragging it down, but by giving ita fuller 
and broader application—that I am here to-night.. It is because 
I believe it can be made better than it has been, and more 
heartily maintained and more sincerely respected and loved. 

I know there are many who hold that this is a day which is 
prescribed by direct divine authority, that it is obligatory in 
the sense of an express command, and that the mode of ob- 
servation is substantially settled. - Men whose opinions I re- 


spect hold these views much more rigidly than I do myself. 


But I find over against them a very large number of people, 
many of whom wero not born in this land, and-who have 
brought the customs and usages of other lands to our shores.

Sabbath, which I can never enough be thankful for. 


I honor the memory of the men who kept the old Sunday ; 
and if I thought that the steps which we make in advance 
would take away from the idea that on that day the Lord is es- 
pecially near to men (in their thought, though not in fact) ; if 
I thought that they would subtract one particle of its stimula- 
tion of the best and noblest element of man’s nature, I never 
would utter a word, nor by any means give my influence to- 
ward the abatement of the rigor of the Sabbath observance. I 
stand here loving the day, and honoring it; I honor it for 
what it has done for me, for my fathers, and for the commu- 
nity ; and Isay, not that there must be less Sunday, but that 
there must be more Sunday ; not that there must be less sanc- 
tity, but that sanctity, taking to itself humanity, must be 
broader and deeper ; not that the church should be robbed, 
but that the church should know better how large is the patri- 


mony which God has given to it in this day.

So far as the Christian Sunday, or the Lord's Day, is con- 
cerned, we have no command in the New Testament as to the 
mode in which it is to be observed. We have scarcely more 
than the recognition that it was observed, in addition to the 
old Jewish Sabbath. We have neither from the primitive 


church nor from the Scriptures any hint, explicit and binding, 
as to the mode of observing it. This we know: that among the 
early Christians it was a day of joyfulness. 
triumph. It was a day in which they kindled the fervor of en- 
joyment more highly than on any other day of the week. Our 
Lord's Day has come to'us strained through the usages of the 
medieval age and church; but largely we have received it from 
the hands of our Puritan ancestors. Seeing the frivolity, the 


secular wastefulness which occurred on that day, they were by |- 


stress of circumstances, I think, driven to the opposite extreme; 
and they mide the-day so exclusively a day of moral teaching 
and self-restraint that it comes down to us with bars and bolts 


Although I confess that as a boy I did not keep the 
Lord's day according to the catechetical instruction which I 
received; although I acknowledge that I indulged in many a 
sinful giggle, and found humor in many things which were 
not allowed in church, nor elsewhere, still I bear witness that 
a certain moral sensibility, a certain poetic element, was de- 
rived by me from the strict and Puritan observance of the

scribe man’s thoughts and feeling and conduct; It was made to 
augment them. In short, the Lord’s day is a day for larger 
manhood. 

In looking at it, then in this way, we must inquire what are 
the beneficial uses that can be made of it. 

PHYSICAL REST. 

First, we may adopt, very well, I think, to a certain extent, 
the primary functions of the Jewish Sabbath: in other words, 
we may make it a day of physical rest. We all need rest. We 
all need to have at least one day in the seven in which the 
mill does not grind, and in which the great maelstrom of so- 
ciety finds rest itself, and lets us rest. The merchant, with 
his staggering brain; the busy plodder, the laborer—all need 
rest. All American society is keyed so high, is stimulated to 
such a degree, that nowhere else is one day of full and com- 
plete physical rest more necessary thanhere. And in this re- 
gard, the only people who are professionally without any rest 
are ministers of the gospel. I need rest on Sunday, and do 
not getit. By the absence of it, I appreciate the desirable- 
ness of it. 

Friends, when it is said that we are to rest on the Sabbath 
day, it does not come home to many of you as it does to 
others. Most of those who are gathered here are too prosper- 
ous to know what the sweetness and the balm of the rest of 
the Sabbath is. How many poor men there are who rise be- 
fore the sun rises, and who work through all the hours of the 
day, and through every day of the week, until late at night, 
and fall on their couches conscious that they have taxed every 
bone and every muscle to its utmost; and who, at last, when 
the six days have rolled around, and they wake prematurely on 
the Sabbath with inexpressible gladness, turn and say, 
„Thank God! I have one day on which to rest!“ 

If there were here a servile class as there has been in every 
nation for ages, this day of enforced rest, although it were 
enforced by a secular and physical law, would be a mercy. 
Where a day of rest has been enforced, it has been a supreme 
bounty to the working man. 

Moreover, how many men are there so separated from their 
households during the week that they can scarcely say that 
they know their own families! They see them little. Many 
men go to their business early and return late, and do not see 
their children. They go away before the children are up, 
and come back after their children have gone to bed. How 
many men there are who needa day in which to make the 
acquaintance of their own households, in order that they may 
be known and felt, and welcomed and loved! How many 
men there are in the community who are goaded and taxed by 
anxious thought, by incessant attritions, and who long for one 
day in which they can unbuckle the harness and rest! The 
Lord's Day is a bounty of God, which they who are pros- 
perous, and who are never taxed with care, and to whom God 
seems to have given a perpetual vacation, cannot understand; 
and it is not for them to determine what are the benetits of 
this day of rest. If you were to obliterate the Lord's Day, it 
would double the burdens of the poor. It would make the 
yoke sorer, and it would make the back ache more severely than 
ever. Therefore, for the sake of poor, toiling man, I say, 
Blessed be the one-seventh part of time which God has hal- 
lowed, and which we are to consecrate to the needs of the 
laboring classes | 

MORAL EDUCATION.

going to the house of God, to unite in common hymns, and 
common supplications, and common worship, and listen to- 
gether to instruction concerning the duties of life. 

Ladies and gentlemen, we have a very bard time, six day in 
the week, wrestling with the devil He does cudgel us, and 
tempt us to selfishness, and make us envious, and jealons, and 
hard, and avaricious, as we toil and are taxed during the week. 
We do not mean to unman ourselves on Monday; but we fall 
into the the current, and are swept into ways which in our 
better moments we would not choose, and which our judgment 
does not a; prove; we live below our ideal; and it is a good 
thing fcr us on one day of the week to go where we shall have 
our ideal raised again, and our memory of better things quick- 
ened. It is a good thing for us to have a day on which we can 
take breath, and get a new start for the next week. 

Do you tell me that the working people cannot go to church 
after having toiled all the week? Going to church once on 
Sunday will rest them. For the matter of that, Iam witness 
to many and many a man who has found the sweetest and 
soundest rest in church! But even if they maintain their 
wakefulness (as, if the service and sermon are not too long, 
they will), there is that in the economy of religious service 
which every man needs. And those men need it most who 
have the least of it; I mean those men who are at the lowest 
ebb in society; the lowest classes of men, of whom I think, 

with whom I sympathize, o whom I give my life's best en- 
deavors—my brethren who are at the bottom. In behalf of 
them, more than of any others, I plead for the Sabbath services 


of the church. 
THE SOCIAL ELEMENT. 


More than this, while the Lord's day should be a day of rest 
and of moral culture, for the sake of manhood, I hold that it 
is a day on which religion should be helped by the social 
element. 

The Lord's day is a good day in which to learn to love your 
neighbor as yourself. Ido not think it isa great sin, if your 
neighbor has his side door open on the Sabbath day, for you 
to walk across the lawn and sit on his porch, and talk with 
him of things seemly. I think the Lord likes that. I 
do not think that if your household is made radiant, and your 
children wake up and say—as I never did Thank God, it is 
Sunday” ; I don’t think that if you make it the best day of the 
week, and your children are good-natured and joyful, that they 
are any worse for that. Let the church inspire conscience 
and moral sentiment, and let the household inspire social af- 
fections, love and fellowship toward one another. Let a part 
of the observance of the Lord's day be that which makes men 
forget their differences, forget that they are rivals, forget each 
other's faults, and look upon one another as fellow-travelers 
toward the great future. Let men learn on the Lord's day to 
worship God in the church, but also to love their fellows in the 
household. To love men—is that a desecration of Sunday? 
I believe in letting out the harness a little. I believein mak- 
ing the holes for the buckles a little lower down. Let our 
Lord's day be a church day in the morning, and a family day 
the rest of the time. I think that we preach too much. We 
overteach and overtax in the Sabbath school. We are making 
the Lords day laborious. We do not use Sunday enough to 
make the family finer, sweeter, more compact, more homoge- 
nous, more social, and so more religious. I see many men 
who come to church stern and stiff. They would not for all 
the world ride in a car on Sunday—no ; nor go over the ferry 
on Sunday—no ; nor do anything at home that made them 
agreeable—no! I do not hold up their way of keeping the 
Sabbath as a model. Sunday isa day of household love. It 
is a day of family reunion. It is a day in which the children 
ought to feel that their father and mother never were so hand- 
some before, and never were so good. It is a day in which 
every part of the household should, at the going down of the 
sun, be able to say, ‘‘Thank God for this open door of heaven, 
which has poured out so many happy hours on us!” 

SUNDAY TO BE MADE BOUNTIFUL TO ALL. 

There is one other point that I now wish to press upon you. 
Thus far I have attempted, by a plain expression of my views, 
to gain the confidence of those who are really friends of the 
Sabbath, and now I wish to turn to these persons, and say, it 
is not enough to keep“ Sunday. Sunday is to be adminis- 
tered as well as kept. You are bound to see, not merely that 
you do not break the Lord’s Day, but that it does its ap- 
propriate work through the whole community. This is 
your duty. For instance, you may be prosperous; you may be 
able to say, “I go to church; thank God I do not ride in the cars 
either; I go in my own carriage; I attend to what the minister 
says; I pay liberally for the support of the Gospel; what lack I 
yet? And I return to my dinner, cooked on Saturday perhaps. 
but bountiful, and warmed with generous liquors, and made 
palatable in other ways.” You may be a prosperous man, nd 
your house entertain all that heart could wish, and on Sunday, 
after dinner, you lie on the sofa, slippered, and with dressing- 
gown, and with every comfort; and at night you gather your 
household together, and have, oh! such a happy time; and

Bartol on Father Taylor. 

The Rev. Mr. Bartol, in his volume entitled ‘* Radice) 
problems,” writes amusingly, yet tenderly, of Father Taylor, 
an eccentric Methodist clergyman, long known in Boston and 
the Eastern States. For years he was the sailors’ pastor. 

Was it Southern blood or sensitiveness to the agitator's 
faults that hindered his rank on the roll of any reform, save 
of the common opinion and treatment of his dear sailors ? 
One trait of genius we might say he lacked—foresight. He 
was no prophet of freedom, of unacknowledged rights, or the 
fine arts. It was wonderful how a man, in zeal and expression 
so extreme, kept the middle path. Prohibition he opposed ; 
said, people arriving tired and late ought to be allowed some 
refreshment ; and, being asked his views of the unexecuted 
probibitory law, keenly replied, “I did not know there was 
in Massachusetts any such law!“ For examiners and lawyers 
he was a terrible man to have in the witness-box. Yet warmer 
friend of temperance nobody could be. He said he would 
have ‘‘all the alcohol buried in a cave, and a planet rolled to 
the door.” What a Peter the Hermit he would have been, 
enlisted in any cause! But he thought that reformers over- 
stated, and were dangerous and unjust. He was too sympa- 
thetic for the work of those who have to disown society, to 
put on John the Baptist’s leathern girdle, and war against 
base organic ways. To be a crusader, he must have been 
made of sterner stuff. Well that he did not leave his own 
stint. The commonweal is a factory, in which each operative 
must be held mainly to hls special task. The good genius, 
that made him in general at once so brilliant and just, and 

wrought mighti'y through him like the demon of Socrates. 
was not always present. Sometimes he failed and floundered, 


and the friends and strangers, that had come to be trans- 


ported, hung their heads. 

The engine was detached, and the train halted, though he 
was often dextrous to recover himself and escape. I have 
lost my nominative case,” he said once, but I am on the 
way to glory.” A ship entangled in its maneuvers is worse ofi 
than a skiff. All the movements of his mind were radical, and 
could suffer no mortgage. What are you going to preach 
about next Sunday?” he was asked. ‘I do not know; I shall 
not forestall God!” His quickness could not be anticipated or 
outsped. ‘‘I never let a carriage go before me,” he said. His 
foot was the type of his thought. Besides the canonical 
Scriptures I know not what he read but the old English di- 
vines; and perhaps no man of note ever wrote so little in the 
modern world. Why do you go round so, muttering to 
yourself?” he was asked. Because I like to talk to a sensi- 
ble man.” But he had the broadest sight and the deepest 
heart. He was charged with inconsistency for sympathizing 
with both sides in a quarrel. But he saw truth and right on 
both sides. ‘‘Disinterested,” he said: I like not the word; I 
am interested.” If religion consists in fearing God, he was 
not a religious man. His artist nature froze, and the shadow 
of an infinite grief fell on him when he was misunderstood; 
and he could be overheard sobbing and groaning in his room. 
Yet he said he had never seen an unhappy day. Boston was 
his crown. How dear to him the Port society. Laugh till 
I get back,” was one of his farewells. He said of a gloomy 
theologian, ‘‘He seems to have killed somebody, and wants 
me to help bury the body,” 

He said the Good Samaritan did not maul the wounded 
traveler with texts.” O Lord! we are a widow,” was his 
prayer for a bereaved wife. He threw a little fish he had 
caught back into the sea, saying. There, go tell your grand- 
mother you have seen a ghost!” The chaise he once owned 
was always so full of ragged children his own family could not 
get seats. But all his sentiment was the soaring of common 
sense. It was the weight not of a sparrow, but an eagle. In 
the noble methodist no jot of Methodist cant. The little girl, 
who explained her kneeling at his coffin by saying, He was 
my friend,” and the orange woman who walked up the aisle of 
the crowded church with her husband on her arm, were his 
witnesses. He astonished a minister who had refused to enter 
his pulpit because a Unitarian had been in it, by falling on his 
knees on the pulpit stairs and crying out, O Lord! deliver 
us in Boston from two things, bad rum and bigotry: thou 
knowest which is worst, for I don’t!” When Lincoln suc- 
ceeded Buchanan, he gave Father Abraham an outfit of benc- 
diction and gracious prephecy. ‘‘But, O Lord! as for this 
stuff that is going out, we won't say much about that!” Read- 
ing a proclamation after an election, and pronouncing the 
words, ‘‘God save the Commonwealth,” he added, ‘‘He did 
that last Tuesday!” Mr, Webster ridiculed the Higher law, 
comparing it to the Blue Ridge, and other things above all 
practical concern. Taylor said, ‘‘Higher law! a meteoric 
stone: stand from under “, Taylor said to stolid worshipers,

The Exact Truth. 

There have been more eloquent and famous words uttered 
in the United States Senate than those lately addressed by 
Senator Wilson to his colleagues, but there were never any 
more truthful or worthier of complete and instant acceptation. 
Speaking of the personal wranglings and recriminations which 
have so engrossed the time of the Senate for several weeks past, 
he urged the members to drop all these matters and upply 
themselves to the duties of legislation, saying: „Work hard, 
work early and work late: finish our business and see if we 
cannot redeem ourselves from the criticisms of the nineteen- 
twentieths of the sober, thoughtful and reflecting men of the 
country.” 

Mr. Wilson then referred to his own experience of the uni- 
versality of the popular condemnation of this waste of time in 
Congress; and we can bear testimony that the impression he 
obtained on his recent Northern trip is strictly correct. The 
patience ot the people is well nigh exhausted. Not only do 
they deplore this absorption in useless matters, which has al- 
ready thrown the Senate six weeks behind the House in the 
work of legislation, but they are losing all respect for Sena- 
tors who can debase the prerogatives of their high position by 
interminable bickerings which are almost boyish in character 
and consequence. If nothing else would cure the folly of 
such Senators, they ought to takea short vacation and go 
among their constituents. Still better, would it be to take 
Mr. Wilson's advice, and go to work at once and redeem the 
remainder of the session.— Boston Journal.

His best coat purchased hiin a 
canal-boat ticket to Buffalo: thence to Milwaukee he paid his 
way as sailor and assistant engineer. Thirty years ago, at the 
time our real hero arrived in Wisconsin, that Territory was 
quite literally in a state of nature; but, with a great current of 
{inmigration, the needs of educational and political organiza- 
tion soon brought into requisition his well-informed mind and 
energet c spirit. He started and edited newspapers, delivered 
lectures, established schools, farms, mills and hotels; con- 
structed roads; discharged the duties of several offices, and 
practiced law. He wasa member of the convention to form 
the constitution under which Wisconsin became a State of the 
Union; was for four or five terms, a member of the House of 
Rspresentatives, and also of the State Senate; was a State 
Eloctor, Justice, District Attorney, Swedish and Norwegian 
Consal, Receiver of the United States Land Office and Deposi- 
tary; and held, also, a variety of other public positions, _ 

He was fond of agriculture, and had extensive farms devoted 
chiefly to the improvement of stock.

Paul says human love never fails; it suf- 
fers long and is kind, and yet both he and the man whom ho 
halt worshipped, teach that God has no love for the wicked 
town who dies in his impenitence; endless misery in his only 
destination, Neither in the Old Tostament nor in the Now do 
you find the God of infinito perfection, infinite power, wisdom, 
justice, love; it is always a limited God; a Deity with imper- 
foot wisdom, justice, love; God with a Devil beside him, tho 
oreatod fond getting the victory over his Creator! The Bible 
doos not know that Infinite God, whois Imminont in the World 
of Mattor and Man, and also lives in theso flowers, in yonder 
stars, iu every drop of blood in our veins; who works overy- 
whoro by law, n constant mode of oporation of natural power 
in Matter and in Man, It is nover the dear God who is res- 
ponsible tor the welfare of all and cach, n Father so tondor that 
ho loves the wicekedest of men as no mortal mother cnn love 
hor only child.

Per- 
haps Gonosis is the oldest book, and the Fourth Gospel the 
newest, What n difference between the God in Genesis and 
that in the Fourth Gospel! Can any thoughtful man conceive 


that these two conflicting and various notions of God, could 
ever have come from the samo source? Let any one of you 
read through the Book of Genesis, and thon tho Fourth 
Gospel, and you will be astonished at the diversity, nay, tho 
hostility oven, between the God in the old book und the now 
one.

Pope Pius IX. has excommunicated the Archbishop of 
Cologne, and four Professors of the University of Bonn, be- 
cause these gentlenien have rejected the dogma of infallibility. 
Thus His Holiness has hit at the heads of the tall poppies, as 
did the other Roman, the Superb Tarquin, almost twenty-four 
centuries ago. But men are not so easily cut down or cast 
down in these new times as they were in the old days, when 
authority was something, and authorities were everything as 
well as everybody. The German Archbishop probably takes his 
Rudesheimer as readily now as he did a month ago, and finds 
that nice tipple just as pleasant as it was in his ante-excommun- 
icated life. His hock is just as sparkling now as it was in the 
years before the Council met that proclaimed his infallibility 
of.the excommunicator. The four Professors at Bonn are hav- 
ing just as good a time now as ever they had. They smoke 
just as much had tobacco, drink just as much bad beer, gobble 
just as many raw sausages, deliver asmany incomprehensible 
lectures, and write as many foolish books, as they smoke, drank, 
gobbled, delivered, and wrote before the Holy Father put them 
under the ban. They are neither better nor worse than they 
used to be prior to being stirred up with the Papal pole that 
used to be so long, and reach so far, but that now is as short 
as a toothpick, and not half so useful. They may begin to 
think, that, as excommunication amounts to so little, commu- 
nication may amount to nothing,—and so step out of the pale 
of Popery altogether. Indeed, the Pope's courage in this bus- 
iness may be admired, but it shows his wisdom to be at a 
dreadful discount. He should not have brought out his grand 
thunderbolt in this age of electric-telegraphs, but kept it in 
reserve for the frightening of frightable folks, who would have 
-been ready to believe there was something in it, so long as it 
should not fail, because not used. It was a potent thing in the 
days of John Lackland and Philip Augustus, and even much 
later; but the world has changed so much between the day of 
Bouvines and the day of Sedan that it cares not a ramrod for 
the Papal rod

Alabama in 60 or 61 imposed a penalty of five hundred 
dollars upon any one who might dare to enlighten her poorer 
classes of that day or generation.

Mrs. Westrey.—The Rev. L. Tyerman has finished two 
volumes of ‘‘ The Life and Times of the Rev. John Wesley,” 
which Harper & Bros. have just published. 

A reviewer, in the Boston Traveller thus speaks of Mrs. Wes- 
ley: 

Any mention of John Wesley’s history must deal with his 
marriage, a matter which Mr. Tyerman treats with candor and 
courage. Like all great men, Wesley was peculiarly suscepti- 
ble to fe ale charms—but his life was entirely pure, and his 
admiration of the sex never exceeded legitimate bounds. It 
is a little strange that, if he was to marry, he should have 
married so late in life. After two or three attachments, he 
married, at the age of forty-eight, (in 1751,) a widow of forty- 
one, Mrs. Vazeille, concerning whom the accounts are very 
contradictory. Most writers deal harshly with her, and attri- 
bute the blame of what befel to her—and Southey speaks of 
her as being one of three bad wives, the other two 
being the wife of Job and the wife of Socrates. For our 

rt, we should like to have had the lady’s case fairly stated by 
Perself, before making up a judgment concerning her conduct. 
We think it was Cambaceres who said that the case of Robes- 
pierre had been judged without being heard—and something 
of the same hard luck has been that of the three bad wives,” 
so called. Judgment was given against them without their 
having been heard, and their enemies survived to write tbeir 
histories. The case of each was a case of lynching. Mr. 
Tyerman will have it that there never was such a marriage as 
Wesley’s, and that it was one of the greatest blunders he ever 
made. He lays down this broal proposition: A man who 
attains to the age of forty-eight, without marrying, ought to 
remain a bachelor for life, inasmuch as he has, almost of ne- 
cessity, formed habits, and has acquired angularities and ex- 
crescences which will never harmonize with the relationship 
and duties of the married state.” This is a very strange 
avowal to come from a clergyman, considering that marriage 
stands next to religion as a civilizing agency, and at forty- 
eight few men are more indifferent to women than they are at 
twenty-eight. At forty-eight, too, if he has been at all pru- 
dent, and has met witha reasonable share of that success 
which every healthful single man ought to find no difficulty in 
achieving, a man is better situated to marry than he is 
likely to have been twenty years earlier. Has a man no right 
to a home because he is getting hard upon the fifties? And 
how can there be a home without a wife in it? 

A very wealthy man can keep up an establishment without 
marrying, for if he is willing to pay well for good servants, 
who will be content with cheating him moderately in consid- 
eration of high wages and good living, he can have everything 
that money can buy; and what is there it will not buy? But 
the number of very wealthy men is not large, and of that num- 
ber few are willing to pay three times the fair price for living. 
No; Mr. Tyerman is wrong in condemning elderly bachelors 
to solitary imprisonment for life; but he is clearly right when 
he says Wesley was wrong in marrying because he had a mis- 
sion that was so great and so peculiar that it was inexpedient 
for him to take a wife. Wesley had no time for domestic life, 
and had his wife been even an angel he could have had no

The story 
is altogether a revolting one, and shows—as do many similar 
occurrences, some in our own country andof recent date—the 
abnormal workings of irrational aud ignorant excitement.

such place as home, in the ordinary acceptation of the word. 
Now, a woman’s life is domestic. Her empire is home, and 
home is her empire. There she reigns. Mrs. Wesley had to 
abdicate her throne, and, like most sovereigns who ab- 
dicate, she regretted, and had reason to regret, that she 
had done so. It is impossible to blame Wesley for ad- 
hering to his mission; and equally impossible is it to 
censure Mrs. Wesley for not approving of his course. 
But when they found they could not live comfortably 
together they should have separated civilly, and never have met 
in,—particularly if it be true that the wife occasionally laid 
violent hands on her husband, trailing him along the floor by 
his gray locks, and tearing hair from his head,—her conduct 
being much like that of one of her contemporaries, Fielding's 
Mrs. Slipslop. She was very jealous, and though her husband 
gave her no just cause for jealousy, it cannot be considered 
strange that she should have misinterpreted actions that were 
in themselves innocent. Women are very much like men, in 
being jealous on any grounds, and on no grounds. She died 
in 1781, almost ten years before her husband entered into his 
rest. There is something pathetic in the letter she wrote to her 
husband in 1774, in which she asks simply for justice, and al- 
ludes to the fact that she is a poor, weak woman alone, a- 
gainst a formidable body.“ Mr. Tyerman sneers at ‘‘ the or- 
thography and syntax of the letter,” as if correct spelling and 


correct expression were common in letters written an hundred 
o!
